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Refunded bonds 
to save taxpayers 
$9.5 million

On Monday, the Van Buren Public 
Schools completed the bond sale for the 
2019 Refunding Bonds being issued to 
refinance most of the building and site 
bonds issued in 2009 for the new high 
school. 

Eight bids were received for the $63 
million in bonds and UBS Financial 
Services was the winner with a 20-year 
True Interest Cost of 3.145193%. As a 
result, total net gross debt service savings 
received were $9,480,265. 

This equates to a present value debt 
service savings of $6,245,104. 

Matthew F. Hiser, the district’s finance 
attorney from Thrun Law Firm, was 
present at Monday’s regular meeting of the 
board of education to explain the sale and 
to get immediate approval so he could send 
on the qualification application signed by 
school officials. He said he had to report 
the exact time of the approval, which was 
7:15 p.m. 

“We have very good news,” Hiser said. 
“You'll be glad you had this meeting 
tonight,” referring to the cold, snowy 
conditions that closed the school district 
for the day. 

“The community should be grateful 
because this will bring them a lower 
millage rate,” Hiser said. 

He said the sale of refunding bonds was 
estimated to save the district $2.7 million, 
but it was $6.2 million. 

“We estimated 4.42% savings and final 
savings was 10.1%” 

In a press release on the 2019 refunding 
bonds, it was stated that as a part of the 
2019 Bond sale process, the district’s bond 
rating was reviewed. 

“Good news was received as the district 
secured the strong bond rating of ‘A’ stable,”

VBT Planners review 14’ wall at JPMorgan/Chase

It was primarily the disaster of 911 that 
determined that the amount of banking 
data stored at all four JPMorgan/Chase 
locations in the country required increased 
security. It’s required by the FDIC. 

One of those facilities is at the northwest 
corner of Haggerty and Tyler roads in Van 
Buren Township. 

At its regular meeting Jan. 23, the VBT 
Planning Commission reviewed and 
commented on a proposed six-foot variance 
needed for a 14-foot wall to protect the site 
at 9000 Haggerty Rd. 

These comments will be forwarded to the 
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VBT Board of Zoning Appeals which will 
meet at 7 p.m. Feb. 12 to consider the wall- 
height variance. 

This site security for blast protection is 
part of a high-security hardening of the 53- 
acre site called Project Sycamore. 

At the planning commission meeting, 
Julian Beglin, project manager, explained 
Project Sycamore. His company, H.F. 
Lenz, was hired by JPMorgan/Chase for 
the project, he said. 

The property was formerly owned and 
operated by Bank One (NBD) as an office 
and bank processing facility with lots of 
paper, he explained. Since 1997, JPMC has 
owned and operated the facility, primarily 
as an office and data center, with a third- 
party tax-processing tenant leasing space 
in the building. 

Beglin said JPMC added a building for 
data processing and computers got smaller. 
They were into data processing, rather than 


paper. 

In 2018, H.F. Lentz was hired to prepare 
design documents to provide additional 
site security measures in compliance with 
other JPMC operated facilities throughout 
the United States. 

As part of this effort, and to harden the 
site against potential external threats, the 
design includes a 24-foot-tall Visitor & 
Vehicle Receiving Center which provides 
a single point of entry into the site for all 
employees, visitors and vehicles. 

In addition to the receiving center, site 
security includes perimeter fencing that 
consists of an 8’ high, anti-climb, K-rated 
barrier fence for the entire site perimeter 
and 8’ high precast concrete block wall 
along the western and northern boundaries. 

Additionally, along the entrance driveway 
to the receiving center, a 14’ high, 
decorative precast concrete block wall is

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Donna Gilkey-Lavin re-elected 
president of Friends of Library

Donna Gilkey-Lavin was reelected 
president of the Friends of the Belleville 
Area District Library at Saturday’s annual 
meeting. 

Katerina Tyner was elected vice president, 
Manny Lavin was elected treasurer and 
Rika Regentin was elected secretary. 

The meeting was held after the beam- 
signing ceremony for the new library being 
constructed next door to the present library 
in downtown Belleville. 

Because of the large crowd at the beam 
signing, there was some concern that the 
35 box lunches ordered from the Lunch 
Box to feed those attending the Friends 
meeting might not be enough, but there 
were two left over. 

Awards were given to: Linda Priest 
for Member of the Year, Joe Lebron for 
Volunteer of the year, and Dee Crowe for 
Lifetime Achievement. 

District Library Board Chairwoman 
Sharon Peters said she was delighted with 
the blue sky for the beam signing and for 
the fact that representatives came from 
Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter to 
participate. 

“This town likes to party,” said Gilkey- 
Lavin, referring to the large number of 
people who waited in line to sign a beam 
and then watched as it was pulled into the 
air, located in a part of the structure, and 
then fastened into place. 

Gilkey-Lavin said the library’s theme for 
2018 was “Bear with Us” because of all 
the disruption as the library construction 
started. This year’s theme is “Digging Our 
New Library.” 

She said Amazon and DTE are making 
pledges to the library and employees will 
have their donations matched. She said 
district library board member John Juriga’s 
son, who grew up here and now works for 
Google and lives in Brooklyn, NY, will 
have his $10,000 donation matched by 
Google for a $20,000 total. 

Gilkey-Lavin said they are also pursuing 
ways to let people donate with just a tap on 
their computers via the internet. 

Outgoing Friends treasurer Rick 
Cichewicz presented a check for $20,000 
from the Friends to the library, noting the 
remaining $5,000 of the $25,000 pledge 
will come before the end of this year. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said 
the library have moved the benches on the 
porch to be located so people can sit and 
watch construction progress. She listed 
donations from various members. 

Peters said, “The reason we’ ve been able 
to do so much is because we have such a 


capable library director.” She spoke of 
Suchy’s financial talents as well as her 
personality that is able “to keep everything 
on an even keel.” 

Peters said by the end of 2019, the new 
building will be done and they will figure 
out ways to say goodbye to the present 
building before they tear it down. 

After the building is torn down, the 
parking lot will be constructed, so the 
actual grand opening of the new building 
will be in 2020. 

Peters said the workmen put the beam 
that was signed that morning over the 
big meeting community room. The beam 
supports the room with the teen computers. 

Juriga said former library director Deb 
Green and present director Suchy have 
been working to get a new library for 23 
years. 

Belleville City Councilman Tom Fielder 
complained, tongue in cheek, about all the 
noise from the construction when he is 
trying to read a newspaper at the library. 

Suchy said while other women show 
people pictures of their children on their 
cell phones, she shows pictures of the 
library construction. 

‘This building truly is my child and it’s 
in its infancy and is making all kinds of 
strange noises,” Suchy said. 

Dean Kokkales and Matt Ratzow, both 
of O’Neal Construction, gave an update on 
the library work. 

Kokkales, who is site superintendent 
and at the site every day to oversee the 
contractors, said he loves doing projects 
for the whole community. 

Out of five sequences of beam settings, 
there are two more to do, one over the beam 
that was signed and the main entrance. 

He said next will come exterior metal 
studs around the perimeter and sheeting 
on the outside to get ready for brickwork. 
Then they will get a roof on it, but certain 
conditions, temperature-wise are needed 
for that and will probably come in late 
March. Then they will pour the second floor 
and then the first floor and start closing in 
the floors and do the exterior finishing. 

“Should be done in November,” he said. 

Ratzow said they are working on the 
process to get out of the present building 
the first of December. 

Kokkales said iron workers are pretty 
resilient and work in cold weather. He said 
a load of iron is coming next Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

Ratzow said some projects need good 
temperatures, like the roof and the brick. 

“We can keep going otherwise, as long as 
the workers are safe,” Ratzow said. 

When asked about the size, they said the

building is two stories and the south stair 
tower goes all the way to the roof. They 
said it was 30 feet to the roof. 
Ratzow said the round drum or turret 
feature will begin in one and a half weeks. 
After the building skeleton is established, 
the multiple trades doing the roof, metal 
studs, and inside work can begin.

the release stated. “The 2019 Bonds also 
received a ‘AA’ rating for participation in 
the School Bond Qualification and Loan 
Program.” 

The release closes with: “The Board of 
Education and Administration are pleased 
with the debt service savings received and 
happy to share this information with the 
community.” 

The next step was to have the Draft Final 
Official Statement distributed on Jan. 29, 
have it printed on Feb. 4, receive final 
qualification from the Treasury Department 
on Feb. 15, and close on the bonds on Feb. 
19. 

Hiser said Huntington National Bank will 
be the escrow agent for the funds, which 
will be invested in federal securities until 
used. 

The prior bonds that were refunded 
totaled $97.8 million, and $3.4 million of 
the 2009 bonds were non-refunded. 

The financial discussion on the bonds 
was led by School Supt. Pete Kudlak in the 
unexplained absence of Financial Director 
Shareen Barker. 

In other business at the Jan. 28 meeting, 
the school board: 

e Approved the budget amendments for the 
2018-19 fiscal year based on actual staffing 
and expenses so far, submitted by Barker 
and presented by Kudlak. There was an 
increase in revenue in the original budget 
from $52.0 million to $53.21 million. 
There was a decrease in expenditures from 
the original $54.7 million to $54.4 million, 
for a total of $1,268,794 of revenue under 
expenditures. This leaves an unassigned 
fund balance of $4.4 million; 

e Approved the recommended updates 
to board operating procedures that were 
reviewed in detail at the last meeting; 

e Approved the terminations of teachers 
Jessica Argiero of Belleville High School 
after less than a year of service as of Feb. 
22 because she is relocating; and Carly 
Guyot of McBride Middle School after 
less than a year of service as of Feb. 1 for 
another job opportunity; 

e Approved the resignations of 


two employees of the transportation 


department, Ryan Hughes after three years 


of service as of Jan. 14; and Kalyn Walz 
after 1.5 years of service as of Jan. 22; 

e Heard Supt. Kudlak announce that 
the school district will again be asked 
to participate in a countywide vote for 
a school enhancement millage in the 
November 2020 election; 

e Discussed snow days. Supt. Kudlak said 
the district has 2.5 snow days as of Monday 
and the state allows 6 snow days. He said 
Wednesday, Jan. 30, will probably be 
another snow day because of the extremely 
low wind-chill temperature expected; 

e Heard Director of Instruction Jeff 
Moore report he heard a presentation 
at Wayne County Community College 
earlier that day by a Harvard professor 
about educational leadership and RESA 
is offering a pilot project in the Van Buren 
schools where Edgemont Elementary 
will take part in “Instructional Rounds.” 
Participants in the Rounds will observe at 
Edgemont and also visit other schools; 

e Heard Kudlak remind everyone of the 
second-annual STEAM Showcase from 10 
a.m. to noon on Saturday, Feb. 2, at the BHS 
Commons and Media Center to show off 
the students’ work in science, technology, 
engineering, arts, and mathematics. He also 
said he will be making two presentations at 
the upcoming superintendents’ conference 
in Detroit: one on controlling health care 
costs and one as part of a panel on the 
educator shortage statewide; 

e Heard Human Resources Director Abdul 
Madyun report he is still negotiating with 
the teachers’ union and his goal is to get 
that contract done. He said their contract 
has expired, but they are making progress 
and there is no animosity. He said the 
contract is on a calendar basis, January- 
December; 

e Heard board president Keith Johnston 
say he attended the Decision-Based 
Budgeting meeting last week and he was 
very impressed with the information Supt. 
Kudlak presented. He said he would like 
Kudlak to do a State of the School address 
in the BHS Auditorium after a brief school 
board meeting in the future; and 

e Went into closed-door session at the 
end of the meeting to discuss potential 
reinstatement of a student for the remaining 
of the school year and then came back into 
open session to reinstate the student.

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Sumpter board supports return of Missoula Children’s Theatre

The Missoula Children’s Theatre, which 
was a staple in Sumpter Township years 
ago, is coming back to the Belleville area 
May 13-18 and planners hoped it could 
come back to Sumpter. 

The show will be “The Pied Piper.” 

After a long discussion during the work/ 
study session of the township board on Jan. 
22, Treasurer Ken Bednark added an item to 
the regular agenda, which cleared the way 
for Missoula to use the community center 
and to request the Parks and Recreation 
Commission to set a special meeting to 
consider helping with the funding of the 
project. The motion passed unanimously. 

Belleville attorney Barbara Miller was 
present to reacquaint the township with 


Missoula. Missoula Children’s Theatre is 
located in Montana and she visited them 
last summer. 

Miller said Missoula Children’s Theatre 
started in 1990 with two directors and a 
truck. Now there are 44 trucks that go all 
over the United States. It is sponsored by the 
National Endowment for the Arts. 

She said the truck and two directors arrive 
on Sunday night and on Monday children 
audition for roles. The community needs 
to spread the word about the upcoming 
auditions, which have roles for 60 to 70 
children, ages five through grade 12. 

Miller said the first year it came to Sumpter 
only a handful showed up for auditions. On 
the last session here, 130 showed up. 

The roles are cast on Monday and 
rehearsals begin and run throughout the

week, with a dress rehearsal on Friday and 
two performances on Saturday. 

“It’s a wonderful thing for our children,” 
Miller said, adding it already has a history in 
Sumpter Township where Mary Herring ran 
it for eight years. 

Miller first took the subject of Missoula 
to the Belleville Area Council for the Arts 
where she got overwhelming support. 
BACA paid the $500 fee to register. 

Miller said the cost is $3,700 for the 
play and then there is housing for the two 
directors, printing of programs, printing 
of flyers and other expenses, which she 
estimates will come to about $5,500 total. 

She went to the Parks and Recreation 
Commission to ask for a grant and, although 
members supported the program, they told 
her she had to come to the township board 
first. 

“You can’t have a rich community without 
quality events -- music, theater,’ Miller 
said to board members. “You have to start 
cultural events. We’d like to start a more 
aggressive program.” 

She said they would like to hold it in 
Sumpter’s gym. Miller said in the past the 
late Supervisor Marvin Banotai had risers 
built, but they proved just too noisy. 

“Sumpter Township needs a performance 
center,” she continued, noting they tried to 
have it in the pavilion, but that wasn’t quite 
right because of needed costume changes 
and other problems. 

Miller said a nice committee is forming 
with Sheena Barnes, Peggy Morgan, and 
Mary Herring willing to help. Herring 
doesn’t want to be chairperson because of 
all the work it entails. 

Miller said the local Missoula Children’s 
Theatre stopped “because Mary wore out.” 

“I hope we will have the support of the 
board,” Miller said. 

Treasurer Bednark, who has been attending 
Parks and Recreation Commission meetings, 
said theater programs build compassion 
and teamwork and give exposure to public 
speaking, relieving the fear of speaking 
in front of people. It fosters creativity and 
nurtures a sense of place. 

Clerk Esther Hurst said the Tuesday of the 
week in May needed is already booked by 
the Girl Scouts, but maybe something can 
be worked out there. 

Miller said Missoula could do one day of 
rehearsals somewhere else, in another room 
or the pavilion. She said she got a positive 
response from Parks and Recreation, but 
they told her they can only authorize $500. 

Township attorney Rob Young said Parks 
and Rec can only spend $500 without

consent of the board. If Parks and Rec 
makes a recommendation to the board then 
the board could approve it. 
Parks and Rec meets 
Wednesday of every month. 

“We’re kinda running out of time,” Miller 
said. “It’s January now and it’s a May event. 
Are you saying this board cannot authorize 
a contribution?” 

Young said Parks and Rec comes to the 
township for permission to spend what was 
authorized by its board. 

“They can recommend to the township 
board?” Miller asked. 

“A procedural problem,” Young said. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy asked if Parks and 
Rec could have an emergency meeting and 
Trustee Don Swinson said they could. 

“I’m willing to reappear at their meeting,” 
Miller said. 

Young said the next township meeting is 
Feb. 12. 

Trustee Swinson said he would talk to 
Parks and Rec to see if leadership would set 
a special meeting. 

“It’s up to them to make a decision,” 
Swinson said. 

Miller wanted to lock up the dates for 
using the gym. And, Trustee Oddy wanted 
to know if they would waive the fee. 

“Not tonight,’ said Supervisor John 
Morgan for his only comments on the 
subject. “Next meeting.” 

Maria Beaudrie asked if Miller had 
asked the City of Belleville or Van Buren 
Township for donations and Miller said they 
hadn’t because they were planning to have it 
in Sumpter so they started here. 

Miller said the ticket prices would be low 
so everyone could afford to come, possibly 
$1 for children and $2 for adults. Maybe 
they could get some company to buy them 
all, she said, or a corporate sponsor. 

Miller told of an entertainment expo set 
by Wayne County Community College in 
Taylor on March 2, where people could go 
and hear groups audition so they could be 
hired for local events. 

“Td like Sumpter Township to start music 
in the park on another night than Thursday 
and have it be a place people could get 
together. Sumpter could be known for this, 
as you richly deserve,” Miller said. (Music 
Lakeside is held on Thursdays at Horizon 
Park in Belleville every summer.) 

Herring said the last Missoula was held at 
South Middle School. She said the gym is 
acoustically poor. It has been suggested they 
get bleachers for the audience so everyone 
can see, since there is no stage.

over for assault outside 
Applebee’s restaurant

Jonathan Anthony Enos, 36, was bound 
over to circuit court by 34" District Court 
Judge David Parrott after a preliminary 
exam on Jan. 23. 

Enos was charged with assault to do 
great bodily harm less than murder and 
aggravated assault in the parking lot 
of Applebee’s restaurant in Van Buren 
Township on Aug. 30. 

He is due at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice on Feb. 6 for an arraignment on the 
information. Enos is free after posting bond 
of $10,000/10%. His retained attorney is 
Brian Brown. 

During the preliminary exam before 
Judge Parrott, the 17-year-old victim, 
Nicholas Franklin, testified. He said he was 
on his way to work at Applebee’s, driving 
his car from Haggerty Sub and was at Tyler 
Road light at Belleville Road. 

He said that was the last thing he 
remembered before he woke up in St. 
Joseph Mercy Hospital. He said he got 
sutures on his head, a metal plate in his 
head and was in the hospital for 14 days. 

He said he has no memory of how he got 
the injury, why he got the injury and still 
suffers from migraines and headaches. He 
now works at McDonald’s. 

Another witness, John Henry, said he was 
sweeping the Applebee’s parking lot when 
he heard arguing and looked up and saw 
Nicholas and the defendant. He said he 
heard it escalating and looked and saw the 
defendant pick up Nicholas. He grabbed 
Nicholas by the waist and lifted him almost 
to his shoulders and slammed him down on 
the concrete. 

Henry said Nicholas didn’t make an 
attempt to assault the defendant, who drove 
off after the assault. 

He said Nicholas started having seizures, 
turned purple, turned white and then he 
called 911. He said he told the police the 
height, and body weight of the person who 
left and gave a description of the vehicle. 

Henry said the person was three to four 
times bigger than Nicholas. 

Under cross examination, Henry said he 
saw the two were face to face and he felt an 
assault was going to happen. He testified he 
called Nick’s name to try to get him away. 

“Nick looked like he was trying to defend 
himself and both were in a fighting stance,” 
Henry testified. He said he saw “arms 
flailing” but didn’t see who touched who. 

Henry also testified, at first he thought it 
might be Nick’s father and he didn’t want 
to get involved. He said the whole thing 
was no more than two minutes. 

The defense attorney said it sounds like 
mutual combat and there was no intent 
for great bodily harm. The arms around 
his waist sounds like trying to restrain 
Nicholas and the defendant did nothing to 
him once he was on the ground. 


Judge Parrott said this is a question 
of fact for a jury and there is a great 
disparity in size and weight. He ruled 
there was sufficient probable cause and 

e bound Enos over to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on Feb. 6. 
Mateo Anthony Mercado 

Mateo Anthony Mercado, 18, had his 
case adjourned for two more weeks until 
Feb. 6 at 9 a.m. 

Mercado’s attorney Aaron Boria came 
forward with a plea bargain for his client 
from the prosecutor that included “attempt 
to flee police in a vehicle” and Judge Parrott 
questioned such a plea, since Mercado got 
away. 

The charges were fleeing police in a 
vehicle, malicious destruction of fire 
or police property, high blood alcohol 
content, driving with an open intoxicant, 
and alcohol in possession of a person less 
than 21 years of age in the City of Belleville 
on Dec. 23. 

After sending the attorney back to talk 
to the prosecutor, they returned and Judge 
Parrott said he will accept the plea, but, “I 
won’t put him on probation because I don’t 
feel like supervising him. I’m not going 
to grant HYDA,” referring to a special 
program for young offenders. 

Mercado is free after posting bond of 
$5,000/10%.

Ryan McKinley Sevilla, 31, was charged 
with first degree retail fraud in VBT on 
July 20. He had personal recognizance 
bond of $3,000, but was lodged in the 
Wayne County Jail on charges from other 
jurisdictions. 
David Aaron Lipscomb 
David Aaron Lipscomb, 20, who 
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was charged with aggravated indecent 
exposure in Van Buren Township on Dec. 
16, was scheduled for his probable cause 
conference before Magistrate Lisa Martin 
on Jan. 23. 

He waived his upcoming preliminary 
exam and he was bound over for an 
arraignment on the information at circuit 
court on Feb. 6. He is free on $20,000 
personal recognizance bond. His retained 
attorney is Carl Jordan. 

Robert Vigh 

Robert Vigh, 30, had his probable cause 
conference scheduled for Jan. 23 before 
Magistrate Martin, and he waived his 
upcoming preliminary exam and was bound 
over to circuit court for an arraignment on 
the information on Feb. 6. 

He is charged with delivery/manufacture 
of marijuana in the City of Belleville 
on Sept. 17. Rachel Jordan is his court- 
appointed attorney.
